A WOULD-BE HERO. 


T he San F ern a n d a R obbery B a b b it 
E xp lod ed . 
In the early part of last week all of th e 
newapapers on the Coast and those sup­ 
plied in the East with Associated Press 
dispatches,contained an item of the brave 
deed of a telegraph operator nam ed V an 
Auker, who was employed as night agent 
in the Soutlrern Pacific’s office s t San 
Fernando. The news came from th e 
lips of valiant Van Auker himself, who, 
at the break of day, went over into th e 
little old-fashioned town and told bow an 
attem pt had been made during the nigkt 
to rob the office. H e recited in a very 
tragic m anner how he was sitting at his 
desk at work when suddenly he heard a 
voice telling him 
to throw np his 
hands, 
and 
how 
on 
looking 
up 
he saw a man standing at the window 
revolver in hand. Then how, instead of 
complying with the intruder’s demands, 
be had seized his pistol and blazed away 
a t the wonld be highwayman, who fired 
in return, and then left the office and 
ran down the track. 
Van Auker further 
impressed his auditors by telling them 
how he had followed his assailant to tho 
door and saw him disappear in the dark­ 
ness, from which soon afterwards was 
audible the sound of 
wagon wheels 
rumbling in the direction of Los An­ 
geles. 
Every one was anxious to shake 
hands with the brave operator, who, to 
assure bis adm irers th a t w hat he was 
saying was true, took them over to his 
office, where 
he 
pointed to a hole 
in a pane of 
glass 
through which 
he 
said 
had 
passed 
the 
bullet 
aimed at his life by the lone highway­ 
man. 
H e probably imagined that h is 
brave act would lead to promotion. In ­ 
stead of th a t he has been discharged and 
an astonished public will doubtless want 
to know why this is thus. 
It all happened as follows: Detective 
Will Smith, the alert special officer of the 
Southern Pacific in this territory, started 
off to San Fernando to inquire into the 
m atter as soon as he heard the news. 
On arrival there lie dropped into the 
office where the 
reported attem pted 
hold-up had occurred and “ sized u p " 
the place. 
The 
window 
at which 
Van 
Anker 
said 
he 
was 
sitting 
immediately 
overlooked 
the 
track, 
whereas the one a t which the robber 
was said to have appeared and ffred the 
shot from was situated at almost a right 
angle therefrom. An idea struck Smith, 
ana taking the operator’s pistol, a small 
32, he took up the position which the . 
highwayman was said to have occupied 
and ffred straight through the hole in 
the window. Then he went ontside to 
make further explorations. 
His inves­ 
tigations proved to him th at the shot had 
been fired from Van Auker’s own pistol. 
Will Smith returned and made his re­ 
port, 
adding 
to 
it 
Van 
Auker’s 
record. 
It appears th at Van Auker, 
who 
is 
only 
about 
23 
years 
of 
age, 
came 
to 
San 
Fernando 
from Colorado and constantly regaled all 
with whom he came in contact with nar­ 
rations of daring exploits in the Cañón 
State, in which he had been the leading 
igure. 


TRAINMEN’S TBOUBLES.

A Farmer Give* HU Views on Boad 
Matters-Mr. W. K. Mills on 
Land Values. 


As a h e ih , Jan nary 12,1888. 
E d ito rs H sk a id — A general meeting 
of the people of Anaheim and vicinity 
was held on the above date at Krueger’s 
Hall, at 2 o’clock p. m., for the purpose 
of ascertaining the views of the people in 
regard to the erection of works in or 
about Anaheim for the manufacture of 
beet sugar in accordance with an offer 
made by Mr. J. D. Spreckels to the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los Angeles. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Captain F. T. Keits. Mr. William M. 
McFadden was chosen chairman and Mr. 
M. Nebelung secretary. The chairman 
stated the object of the meetiDg. Com­ 
mittees, appointed at a previous informal 
meeting held on January 8th, reported 
that they had met with a general willing­ 
ness of land owners to devote a part of 
their lands to the cultivation of sugar 
beets. 
After discussion of the proposi- 
tioD made by Mr. J. D. Spreckels, and 
alter obtaining the signatures for about 
one thousand acres among those present, 
the following resolution was offered by 
Mr. F. G. Ryan: 
Retolved, That the Secretary be in­ 
structed to address a communication to 
Mr. Spreckels informing him that, there 
being no question of the certainty to in­ 
sure him the required 5,000 acres _ or 
more of suitable land for the cultivation 
of sugar beets, we urgently ask him to 
send us the required seed for experi­ 
mental planting in time for the coming 
season, and if possible to send his 
chemist to examine our lands. 
The Chairman appointed a committee 
of five to apportion the seed after its 
arrival for aistribution, as follows: For 
Garden Grove, Dr. Head; for Anaheim, 
Th. Nebelung; for Centralia, W. G. 
Potter; for east of Anabeim, Louis 
Schorn; for North Anaheim, Theod. 
Staley. 
Dr. Head, of Garden Grove, addressed 
the assemblage in behalf of the people of 
his district, stating that the people, real­ 
izing the immense importance of the 
proposed enterprise, were anxious to or­ 
ganize and co-operate with the people of 
Anaheim. 
On motion of Dr. Head, seconded by 
Mr. F. G. Ryan, the Secretary was in­ 
structed to request the adjoining neigh­ 
borhood of Anaheim to organize and 
hold meetings in regard to .the new en­ 
terprise and co-operate with the people 
of Anaheim and report the result at a 
general meeting, to be held at Anaheim 
three weeks hence, on February 2,1889 
at 1 o’clock p. m.

Editors Hjuuld—In your iisue of 
Saturday, January 12th, in a short para­ 
graph entitled “Another Masher,’’ relat­ 
ing how a certain lady was annoyed and 
frightened by one of these cowardly curs 
who has no fear of molesting a woman 
because he thinks her defenceless; but, 
of course, keeps out of the way when he 
fears men might be around to teach him 
propriety.

D ear Sir 
I have before me the clip­ 
ping which you very kindly enclosed 
with yours of January 10th. Now, if 
you had another copy of the paper be­ 
fore you you would see how easy it was 
for an unintelligent reporter to make a 
mistake, and how hard it is to make a 
sensible man out of an idiot. An Exam• 
iner reporter came to me and asked per­ 
mission to interview me concerning the 
sales of last year. I told him we had 
sold 75,000 acres of granted land. He 
wished to know at what price, but I de­ 
clined to inform him ; for two reasons— 
first, because it makes the business 
cemmon; second, because I did not 
know myself. The books had not been 
closed for the year, and we were not 
soliciting an advertisement at the hands 
of the Examiner, or of any paper, in the 
premises. They were looking for us, not 
we for them. I told him no large tracts 
of grazing land had been sold. He asked 
abont the lands in Gapay Valley. I told 
him there were 45,000 acres in Capay 
Valley—not grazing land, but rich land 
lying in the western part of Yolo County. 
The Capay Valley Land Company,which 
is not the Central Pacfic Railroad Com­ 
pany, nor the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, is a corporation owning land in 
the Capay Valley, and by permission of 
the directors of the Southern Pacific 
Company, they have placed their lands 
in my charge to colonize, lay out towns 
and cut into small subdivisions for sale. 
Some of these subdivisions immediately 
adjoining townsites have sold for $200 an 
acre. In one case, a vineyard in bearing, 
with a little unimproved land connected, 
sold for $265 an acre. Lands in Capay 
valley are wholly separate and apart 
from railroad lands, and much is excep­ 
tionally good land, lying in the most fa­ 
vorable climatic conditions, with a rail­ 
road runing through it. With regard to 
the Capay Valley my answer was that 
we had sold lands there in large 
quantities. That we had done well 
with townsites. That we had established a 
colony of fruit growers from Vacaville, the 
best fruit growing part of the State. That 
lands were being sold from $10 to $200 
an acre; that there was only one in­ 
stance of a sale at $200, and that was 
immediately adjoining a townsite, where 
there was considerable prospect of town 
S 
owth; and that there was a piece of 
iproved property which had been sold 
for $265 an acre. These matters ap­ 
peared very much as I relate %iem to 
you in the Examiner. But now comes 
the Alta and says that the company has 
now about six million acres; that the 
company had sold 75,000 acres during 
the past year; that the lands sold were 
located in the Capay Valley; that the 
price ranged from $200 to $275 an acre. 
Now if we sold 75,000 acres at $200 an 
acre, we received $15,000,000 for 
the same, when the very same article 
contains the statement that the gross 
receipts of the office were $368,000. I 
have long since determined not to reply 
or explain to a newspaper concerning 
any error, unless it relates to a question 
of honor, bat some of these errors are ex­ 
ceedingly trying. The average price at 
which railroad land sold for last year 
d o e s not exceed $3 an acre. We have 
large quantities of good fruit land at $10, 
$5, and as low as $2 an acre. My own 
opinion is that land at $75, $100, or $125 
an acre is »lw»y» the che»peet land, il 
there is any market for it, among thoee 
familiar with the locality, the character 
of the soil and climate.

The County Taxes and Roads. 
E ditors H erald—Quite interesting 
items you had lately in regard to the 
finances of the county, and you ask what 
has become of the money ? It has been 
a question in the county the last year from 
the fact that when Bilderrain three 
years ago 
assessed the county it 
was something over $40,000,000. Then 
came Mason the following year and 
raised it to some $90,000,000. There was 
a howl raised against Mason (and right, 
too). The Supervisors went to Sacra­ 
mento and got a reduction of 10 per cent, 
Now what did this same Board do after 
getting home? While, the year before, 
this tax levy was $1.40, this Bnard raiann 
it to $1.50 on Mason’s assessment of 
$90,000,000. The last year under Bilder- 
rain’s valuation the levy for road pur­ 
poses was 17 cents; next year under 
Mason’s it was raised to 25 Gents on the 
$1. This fund is supposed to be appor­ 
tioned to the different road funds in the 
districts, and the rule has been that 
it had to be used up. Well, after the rainy 
season is over and the sun is warm 
and comfortable to the Roadmaster, he 
goes to work and plows and grades np 
the roads, and there they stay all sum­ 
mer, impassable, people driving along­ 
side until the rains come again and set­ 
tle the clods and dust. 
And the Board of Supervisors was so 
anxious to get cash that a man who 
wanted to work his road tax out got only 
$2 per day for himself and team. 
We say that if the roads cannot be 
worked while there is moisture enough 
to pack the ground they should be let 
alone, except putting straw on sandy 
places, and if the funds of the county 
have been squandered who is responsi­ 
ble for it? Let us have an expert go 
through the books, let the next grand 
jury investigate this business. It doesn’t 
look just now as if we were going to get 
any relief from our new Board. Time 
will tell.

SHIPPERS AGHAST. 
A Probability of a Biff Advance In 
Freight Ratea. 
The special announcement to shippers 
published in yesterday morning’s H er­ 
ald by the Southern Pacific is a matter 
of great moment to the mercantile inter­ 
ests, and numbers of the leading traders 
of the city were eagerly inquiring yester­ 
day for further particulars. The trouble 
Í8 simply this: On goods shipped across 
the continent each line over which the 
consignment passes receives its pro rata 
of the freight according to mileage. The 
lines eontrolled by the Central Traffic 
Association, that is, those between Chi­ 
cago and St. Louis and innumerable other 
points east of the river, announce that in 
future they will not accept the pro rata, 
but must have their full local rates for 
every pound of freight they handle. If 
this position is maintained it means an 
alarming advance all arouDd on goods 
brought either way across the continent. 
The transcontinental roads,that is, those 
plying between the Pacific coast 
and the Missouri river will not be 
able to ship goods say at at $1 a hundred 
to New York if the lines east of them de­ 
mand a big percentage of that dollar. 
The Southern Pacific Company has there­ 
fore grappled with the difficulty at once 
by announcing that after January 24th 
(the customary ten days’ notice) they 
will withdraw from the through rates 
east-bound from California, publishedin 
transcontinental tariff No. 19 to Cincin­ 
nati, Detroit and common points, to 
Pittsburg, Buffalo and common points 
by all routes and to New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore and points 
common with each by all routes, that is 
to say they will not contract with ship­ 
pers on any of the heretofore published 
rates. Of course via New Orleans to 
New York they can make their own quo­ 
tations as the line is all their own and 
they can do what they please. 
A Bad Accident.

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JOIST BOARD OF TRADJC. 


A C o m b in a tio n o f B ep reaen tatlTea 
o f S on tliern C a lifo r n ia . 
The meeting of the delegatee to repre­ 
sent the various trade and commercial 
organizations of Southern California was 
set for yesterday morning at 10 o'clock, 
bat at that time so few had put in an ap­ 
pearance that it was thought best to 
defer action until afternoon. 
Among 
those present were H. J. Rhodes and W. 
N. Cowler, Santa Barbara; D. L. Wilber 
and T. H. Chamberlain, of Riverside; 
E. P. Foster and W. H. Wilde, of Ven­ 
tura ; G. B. Hensley and P. S. Van Dyke, 
of San Diego; Mr. Mulholland and Mr. 
Enos, of Inyo; Mr. Martin and Judge 
Knight, of Tas&dena; Abbott Kinney, of 
Santa Monica, and Mr. Whitmore, of 
Alhambra. 
At 1:30 the delegates gathered again 
in the Board of Trade rooms, their num­ 
ber being increased to about twenty, 
most of the southern counties being rep­ 
resented. Major Jones, of the Chamber 
of Commerce, called the meeting to 
order, and Juage Knight, of Pasadena, 
was chosen as temporary chairman. 
The latter suggested that perhaps the 
best way to start the movement was for 
each one present to express his views on 
the matter of the organization which it 
was proposed to inaugurate. He called 
first on the representative of Riverside. 
Mr. Wilbur, of Riverside, said that he 
had been visiting in San Francisco re­ 
cently and had had some conversation 
with different members of the State 
Board and they invariably expresed 
themselves as anxious to work in unison 
with the southern section of the State, 
but he had noticed that most of the men 
he talked with had a very limited idea of 
the agricultural possibilities of the south. 
He thought it was more a matter of 
ignorance than a genuine prejudice. For 
himself be thought that it was purely a 
question of the interest of the section 
and it could not be doubted that it was 
to the advantage of the southern country 
to have an organization by itself. 
Mr. Mulholland, of Inyo, said that a 
better idea could be obtained of the 
needs of each section if each delegate 
would tell something of what were the 
interests of the localities he represented. 
He then spoke of the productions and 
possibilities of Inyo county, and the 
necessity for better railroad connection 
with Los Angeles. 
Hr. Hensley, of San Diego, Baid that 
the work of the organization should be 
to unite all sections to draw immigration 
in this direction. He thought that no 
matter to what part of Southern Califor­ 
nia the settler came he benefitted the 
whole section by his presence. Up to 
within a year ago a veritable flood was 
setting in this direction. Now it was all 
turning north, partly because thoBe sec­ 
tions were doing better work in the way 
of advertisement, and partly because the 
idea had gone abroad that there was no 
cheap land in Southern California. The 
speaker thought that something ought to 
done to remove this impression. 
The chairman reminded the conven­ 
tion that there were a number present 
who would have to leave on the after­ 
noon train, and he suggested that the 
remarks should take the line of proposing 
methods of forming a permanent or­ 
ganization. 
Mr. Wilde, of Ventura, wanted to see 
concerted action—a solid North against 
a solid South. He had seen plenty of 
evidence of the need of standing to­ 
gether for our own interests. 
Mr. Whitmore, of Alhambra, thought 
that some organization of the shippers 
should be effected, so that they might 
learn where their productions might be 
■old to the best advantage. 
Mr. Masters, of Pasadena* was of the 
the opinion that the State Board of Trade 
did not represent this section, and he 
was in favor of formiug an organization 
independent of it. He thought that the 
tendency had been to laud the climate 
and forget the soil. He instanced the 
difficulties which were now being expe­ 
rienced in raising money for the purpose 
of advertising. 
Major E. W. Jones moved that it be 
declared the sense of the meeting that 
an organization should be formed on the 
model of the State Board of Trade, to 
establish a central bureau for the dissem­ 
ination of information and the exhibi­ 
tion of products, and to harmonize sec­ 
tional feeling and to develop local effort 
in the work of furthering the interests of 
the southern part of the State. This was 
carried. 
Abbott Kinney moved that a commit­ 
tee of five be appointed to carry out the 
plan of the previous motion. 
Mr. Mulholland proposed instead that 
we immediately proceed to the organiza­ 
tion of such an association, 
This was carried. 
It was moved and seconded that the 
association proceed to the election of a 
temporary president and secretary to 
■erve until an election could be held 
under a constitution. 
After the usual amount of nominating 
and declining it was decided that the 
business of perfecting a temporary organ­ 
ization be left in the hands of the follow­ 
ing committee, who should report at the 
evening session: Wilber, Mulholland, 
Wilde, Kinney and Hughes. 
Abbott Kinney read a resolution con­ 
cerning the need of action of the 8tate 
for the protection of the forests and it 
was carried. 
Mr. Martin, of Pasadena, said that it 
was the opinion of many men with whom 
he had talked that immigration might be 
■tarted in this direction again by the es­ 
tablishment of cheap rates. 
It was de­ 
cided by the convention that all the trade 
organizations should unite in urging the 
railroad companies to make low rates for 
the next ninety days. The meeting then 
adjourned until half-past seven in the 
evening. 
EVENING 
SESSION. 
At the evening session Dr. J. P. Wid- 
ney occupied the chair. The committee 
which was appointed to perfect a perma­ 
nent organization made its report. It 
was recommonded that H. W. Work­ 
man, of Los Angeles, be chosen as tern- 
r 
ary President of the organization and 
R. Higgins, the present 8ecretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce, should serve 
as the temporary Secretary. The com­ 
mittee 
also 
recommended 
a 
con­ 
stitution and set of by-laws for the 
use of the organization, based upon 
the constitution of the State Board of 
Trade. The title proposed was the South­ 
ern California Chamber of Commerce. 
Its membership was to be made up of 
the various trade, industrial and com­ 
mercial organizations in the southern 
half of the State. Los Angeles was pro­ 
posed as the headquarters of the associa­ 
tion and the location of its exhibition of 
products and bureau of information. The 
management of the organization was to 
be in the hands of a general board se­ 
lected by an elected ExecutiveCommittee. 
Each trade organization was to have a 
member elected to this board of manage­ 
ment. This board was to select a general 
manager who would take charge of the 
exhibition of products at Los Angeles and 
transact the business of the association. 
As a temporary Executive Committee 
the following gentlemen were named: 
Major E. w . Jones, W. U. Masters, of 


Pasadena; Abbott Kinnev, of Santa 
Monica; W. S. Taylor, of Santa Ana, 
and G. E. Tyrrell, of San Diego. The 
third 
Thursday 
of 
November was 
selected as the date of the annual raee- 
ing. 
Special meetings may be called at 
the instance of any three members. 
With a few amendments and changes 
the constitution and by-laws as 
were adopted. 
It was also decided that 
the recommendations of the committee 
of temporary officers and Executive 
0 immittee be adopted. 
It was moved and carried that the 
President and Secretary be authorized to 
attend to the printing of the constitution, 
and to send it to the various organiza­ 
tions eligible to membership and ask 
them to assist in forming a permanent 
organization. 
It was moved and carried that the 
meeting to effect a permanent organiza­ 
tion be held in Los Angeles on the 14th 
of February. 
A long discussion took place with re­ 
gard to what should be the methods used 
by the new organization in advancing 
the interests of the section. 
The ques­ 
tion of sugar factories coming up, it was 
decided that each organization should do 
ail in its power to encourage the forward­ 
ing of the plan of J. D. Bpreckels. 
The meeting then adjourned.

Even San Jacinto Valley, in San Diego 
county, will seed MO,000 acres to cereals. 


T h e engineer who is to supervise the 
erection of the electric light plant for the 
new Southern Pacfic depot will arrive to­ 
day. 
Thus we may hope that shortly 
this splendid edifice will be dedicated to 
the service of the public. 


One of the most attractive features of 
th e new sewer pipe industry, about 
w hich something is said in other por­ 
tions of the 
H e r a l d to-day, is that 
all its material and power are of native 
production. The clay comes from the 
beds at Elsinore. The one-quarter sand 
m ixed with this is from the river bed. 
T he steam is made by m eans of petro­ 
leum from the Puente wells. 
All the 
pipe made dem ands labor, and the wages 
paid for this stays at home here and goes 
back at once into circulation. 


T h a t rotten pocket-borough,battle-born 
Nevada, made a State against all just 
policy and wise statem anship, for ends 
purely political, wants to take a slice off 
California in order to somewhat increase 
th e beggarly 
account of her voting 
strength. If there were any way to do 
it, the sage-brush deeert ought to be at­ 
tached to California as a county. 
She 
has some good cow pastures scattered 
here and there amid the wide desolation 
of her alkali plains. For the sake of these 
cattle-runs she m ight be tolerable as a 
county oi the Golden State. B ui uu uut 
give her one inch of "California territory. 


T ue venerable Vandever, encouraged 
by the talk which was set afloat by his 
adopting the H e r a l d ’s idea of a State of 
South California, 
is now moving on 
Lower California. 
We suggest to this 
astute statesm an 
th a t 
the Antarctic 
ocean also offers a very attractive field 
for appropriation or a protectorate, and 
th a t his next proposition ought to look to 
the addition of Adelia-land to the Ameri­ 
can Union. A resolution in the House 
of Representatives to th a t effect would 
be the sensation of th e hour, and would 
stim ulate the study of geography on the 
part of members from Podunk, South 
Podunk and Oshkosh. 


D u rin g the campaign the drummerB in 
all parts of the Union were among the 
m ost ardent adm irers and staunchest 
supporters of General Harrison’s claims 
for the Presidency. 
Now they are mak­ 
ing pilgrimages to th e Sphinx of Indian­ 
apolis with the object in view of induc­ 
ing the incoming President to initiate 
som e plan to reduce railroad fares for the 
benefit of the K nights of the Grip-sack. 
They found Mr. H arrison as President­ 
elect a much less attentive listener than 
they fonnd him as candidate expectant 
H e will not do much during his incum­ 
bency th at will be adverse to the inter- 
terests of railroad corporations. 


B a t h e r straDge meteorological phe­ 
nom ena have been developed in this 
section w ithin the past few days. The 
barom eter began to fall here last week, 
and from above 30 degrees the mercury 
settled until yesterday m orning it touched 
29.69 degrees. 
At San Diego it went 
down on Monday to 29.55 degrees, a very 
unusual depression. 
H ere there has 
been very little rain, although for nearly 
a week we have been near the very cen­ 
ter of a storm region. At San Diego it 
rained violently. 
By 5 o’clock yester­ 
day morning the therm om eter had risen 
to 29.83 degrees, indicating that the 
storm was passing. 
The therm om eter 
on Monday night and last night was 
low. The past two days have been 
about the chilliest of the current winter. 


T h e r e 6eems to he considerable fric­ 
tion over renewing the contract for light­ 
ing the city. The individual suggestions 
of councilmen are so numerous that the 
whole Bubject has been referred back to 
th e committee to lick the several prop­ 
ositions into shape, and the m atter will 
come up in the Couneil next Monday. 
We are paying $30,000 a year to have the 
Angelic city lighted, and there are very 
grave donbts as to w hether it is being 
well done. 
Not to enter into the ques­ 
tion of the respective m erits of lighting 
the city by gas or electricity, it isa mnch 
m ooted question as to w hether we are 
getting the service we have bargained 
for and paid for. 
W e shall endeavor to 
throw some light on this question of 
public lighting before the m atter is again 
called up in the Council.

Los Angeles county

T h e effort to form a Southern Califor­ 
nia Board of Trade, to offset the so-called 
State Board of Trade of the Northern 
and Central counties of California, is a 
m ovement which ought to enlist the ac­ 
tive co-operation of every well-wiBher of 
this section. The Slate Board is really 
hostile to Southern California. 
It will 
not have a good word for any county 
south of FresDo; and, more than that, it 
is the insidious and indefatigable enemy 
of Los Angeles county in particular. 
Heretofore, outside of the newspapers, 
this legion has had no solid, determined 
advocates. The sooner we realize that 
we have to fight our own battles, the 
better. Of late the State Board has held 
out a friendly band, and the real design 
has been to lull us into a feeling of 
security, thoroughly false 
and 
de­ 
lusive. 
“ California 
on 
Wheels’’ 
is not designed to do any good to our 
people. 
We m ust put a Southern Cali­ 
fornia on wheels and show onr products 
to the Easterners. The northern and 
central counties really did nothing to 
create the great interest which now ex­ 
ists east of the Rocky Mountains in this 
State, but they are not above trying to 
filch from us the benefits of our labors. 
By all means let us have a Board of 
Trade of South California. 


T o-d ay the warehouses of this city 
contain carloads of eggs, butter, cheese 
and even potatoes chipped from Kansas, 
Nebraska and Missouri, to feed our peo­ 
ple. 
At the same 
time 
there 
are 
thousands of acres of land lying waste, 
and the owners of them are going about 
the streets complaining of dull times 
and wishing they coaid find some wav 
to make a living. And that in a country 
where the grass is as green now in Janu- 
uary as it is in the East when April 
showers are falling on the land out of 
which the frost has scarcely departed. 
Yesterday in Vernon the people who 
went to see the opening of the sewer pipe 
factory commented on the fields lying 
around 
in 
which 
cabbage, 
cauli­ 
flower, 
celery, 
green 
peas 
and 
lettuce 
stood 
ready 
to 
be 
harvested for the m arket. The alfalfa 
meadows are in bloom, and when the 
weather clears the first crop of hay from 
them will be mowed. A crop of potatoes 
can be dug from our fields every year in 
December. 
Another may be harvested 
in February. On the warm foothills of 
the C ahuenga and of other parts of the 
county, potatoes may be garnered every 
m onth of the year. 
And yet we are im ­ 
porting the products of Kansas farms for 
daily use in this eection. 
Men and 
brethren, this is a shame. FriendB and 
fellow citizens, this is not the road to 
prosperity._________________ 


W e h a v e made great progress in our 
streets since last year, but we have not 
taken the steps needed to keep the 
advantage thus gained. 
Good, properly 
made and 
properly kept 
asphaltum 
streets will last for many years. But, 
to insure this result, they must be kept 
clean, as they are in London, Paris and 
other European 
cities, and in some 
American cities. 
The roll of wagons on 
clean asphaltum streets causes very little 
damage w here grit, dirt and sand are 
removed im m ediately. If these impedi­ 
ments are left on them , however, they 
might as well not have been created at 
all. They will be cut up and practically 
destroyed in a couple of years. We are 
paying for keeping our streets clean, and 
paying as much as if the work were well 
done. 
The 
truth 
is 
that 
it 
is 
done execrably, and 
that even our 
paved thoroughfares are an offense to all 
people who love cleanliness and want 
something for their money. 
In many 
places, both Main and Spring streets, 
though paved so recently, show signs of 
dilapidation. 
One of the street-cleaning 
contractors explained his faulty work by 
saying that a lot of broomB he had 
ordered had failed to arrive. 
If we allow 
grit and dirt to do their perfect work of 
destruction we might just as well have 
no paved streets at all. To make streets, 
and then allow them to be destroyed, is 
to throw money away. 
We should 
amend our methods, and at once. 


T h e street nomenclature of Los An­ 
geles is one of the most unique things in 
America, and it calls most exigently for 
the reformatory energy of the Council. 
Thus, to give example, one of our 
thoroughfares, from Temple to W ash­ 
ington streets, is called Pearl. From 
Washington onward it is called Figueroa. 
We have a Vernon street in the Temple 
street region and another Vernon street 
in the Vernon country to the south. 
When it comes to Palm streets we are 
still 
further em barrassed. 
We have 
streets of that nam e both in Vernon and 
University districts, while we have a 
Palm avenue out by the Hotel Marl­ 
borough. There is a Union avenue out 
on Temple street, while a Union avenue 
also runs off from Main street about a 
mile beyond 
Mr. Child’s 
residence. 
In E ast L o b Angeles we have a Vignes 
street, while there is a Vignes avenue 
branching from Ohio street. 
H ere is a 
confusion worse confounded on which a 
municipal chaos sits which surely ought to 
be remedied. 
We have given b at a 
hint of the coDfased street nom encla-1 
lure of Los Angeles which m akes it 
very difficult for a letter to reach Ango­ 
leños who happen to live on these tho­ 
roughfares. It may take a few hours to 
bring things to rights, but surely the 
City Fathers ought to tackle the difficul­ 
ty. 
In union there is strength, and the 
palm is perhaps the most graceful of 
trees, but there ought to be a limit to the 
association of these attractive names 
with onr thoroughfares. The hardbested 
Angoleño is suffering from a surfeit of 
good things. 


T h e r e is no jot of doubt th a t the m ort­ 
gage tax law of this State is a barrier 
almost insurm ountable to the introduc­ 
tion of foreign capital into this State for 
the purpose of loaning on real estate. 
The first page of the delinquent city tax 
list as published in the H e r a l d on Tues­ 
day la9t contains no less than forty-seven 
entries of delinquent taxes for interests 
by reason of mortgages taken on the 
property. The letter G. in this list occu­ 
pies three columns of this paper. 
In 
Chat 
space a 
San 
Francisco bank 
which is a heavy lender of money on 
Los Angeles realty is found no less than 
sixteen times. 
In the case of persons on 
the spot there is confusion as to these 
taxes, and in the case of persons or insti­ 
tutions at a distance, the tax is in great 
danger of being let go delinquent. If 
people on the spot forget, or neglect to 
pay mortgage taxes, if a bank no further 
away than San Francisco lets the prop­ 
erty go delinquent—and this bank is fa­ 
m iliar with the workings of our law—how 
will it 
be 
in 
the case of people 
or banks at the 
far East? 
It is 
useless to argue that the mortgage tax 
should not be forgotten or neglected any 
more than that levied directly on the 
realty. 
The fact rem ains that there is 
confusion, neglect and forgetfulness on 
this head. 
People know their weakness 
in this respect and the confusion that 
always accompanies the paying of this 
sort of tax, and they govern themselves 
accordingly—not to w hat ought to be, 
but to what really is. 
It will make no 
difference to the borrower, 
if he pay 
the taxes his interest will be that m uch 
lower, and the sam e results will be 
reached in a more direct, simple and 
certain manner. 


I n t h e local columns of the H e r a l d 
to-day appears a report of the opening of 
the California Sewer Pipe Company’s 
works, together with some account of the 
plant. 
It is no little pleasure to chroni­ 
cle the inception of such an enterprise 
near this city. I d s a healthy sign as the 
great speculative boom disappears to see 
its place taken by such enterprises as this. 
Many of the stockholders were benefici­ 
aries to a large extent of the natural 
enhancement in the values of lauds 
which took place as a concomitant of the 
influx of population and the extension of 
the thickly peopled portions of the city. 
We do not recall th e nam e of any of 
these gentlemen in connection with the 
professional boomers who came to the 
semi-tropics for other reasons than their 
health.

of their gains into legitim ate enterprises 
here where the money was made. They 
approve themselves as far-seeing and 
wise men. That their industry will be 
profitable there seem s 
no reason to 
doubt. They certainly deserve success 
in tul! measure, shaken dnwn and run­ 
ning over. There are openings for others 
to em ulate 
their sagacious example. 
Many branches ot manufacture might 
well be set in motion here. 
Such as do 
not require too m uch power are the best 
just now. 
A carriage factory would 
prove a paying investm ent here. Car­ 
riages and buggies are brought here 
from 
eastern points all put together. 
The wheels are on and they are ready to 
put the horBes to them . 
Only ten vehi­ 
cles will go in one car. The cost of 
transportation 
is im mense. 
It adds 
probably $5 to the cost of each vehicle. 
That is a large per cent of the profit 
made by the m akers of the vehicle. 
The m aterial for a hundred vehicles 
m ight be put in one car. B etter still, it 
might be brought out around the Horn 
by the ship load at a mere nominal 
cost. 
By all m eans let us have a car­ 
riage factory at some point near here.

Progress of Legislation at 
the National Capital. 


TH E 
ADMISSION' 
OF 
DAKOTA. 


S enator V est's A version 
to F ree 
Perfum es—The G rievances of 
th e T e rrito rie s.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 15.—After some 
business of minor importance the Senate 
resumed consideration of the Tariff bill, 
pending the question on Vest’s am end­ 
ment to strike from the free list “ attar of 
roses,’’ and substitute “ salt.” The debate 
was continued at great length. 
Vest, in 
the course of his rem arks, made some 
reference to the speeches and votes of 
Republicans in the past in favor of free 
Balt. 
Replying to this, Hiscock said 
nothing so completely illustrated the 
progress which had been made than the 
fact that twelve or fourteen years had 
changed the judgm ent of thoae gentle­ 
men on the question. 
W hen they spoke 
and voted, the industry was limited to 
two 
Congressional 
districts 
in the 
United S tates; no w it extended even as 
far west as California. 
Palmer opposed the am endment. 
The 
price of salt at Saginaw, where about 
one-third of the product of the U nited 
States came from, was only 6 cents a 
bushel. The discouragement of the in­ 
dustry by the withdrawal of protection 
would double the price in five years and 
compel the abandonment of many of the 
salt works of Michigan. 
Plumb spoke of the great development 
of the salt industry in Kansas. 
Teller opposed the am endm ent,and di­ 
verting from it, said the Senator from 
Missouri grew enthusiastic, pathetic, and 
even eloquent, over the duty on salt, but 
was entirely silent on the question of the 
dutv on sugar. 
Vest asked him to wait until he had 
reached that schedule. 
In course of the discussion over the 
question w hether tariff duties were paid 
by the consumer, Vest said: 
“ I have 
not gone 
to the 
extent 
of saying 
that every cent of tariff duty is added to 
the cost to the consumer. ' I think the 
President stated that a little too strongly 
in his tariff message. 
But I do eav tnat 
the imposition of a tariff duty affects the 
cost to the consumer, always modified 
by the am ount of production in the 
United States.” 
The discussion then drifted into a 'po­ 
litical vein, the results oi the election in 
New York State and the m atter of the 
tax on whisky, being talked of in a desul­ 
tory way. 
After five and a half hours’ 
talk the bill was laid aside without a vote 
on the pending am endm ent, and after 
executive session the Senate adjourned. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 15.—The Da­ 
kota bill 
having been read in full, 
Springer took the floor in explanation of 
the measure and advocacy of the substi­ 
tute “ Omnibus bill,” which he proposed 
to offer at the proper tim e, and premised 
his rem arks with the statem ent that he 
would endeavor to secure a vote to-day. 
Mr. Springer called attention to the 
various clauses of the constitution of 
1885, which he considered bore marks of 
haviug been formulated hastily, and ar­ 
gued that they presented another reason 
why anew convention should be held. 
He criticized the clause of the constitu­ 
tion, declaring that all existing archives, 
records and books belonging to the Ter­ 
ritory of Dakota should belong to the 
State of South Dakota. 
U nder that 
clause the Secretary of State of the new 
State was authorized to go to Bismarck 
and denude the capítol there of every 
scrap of paper and every book belonging 
to the Territory. 
Cox, of New York, was in favor of 
the Omnibus bill with certain am end­ 
ments, but he was willing to help along 
any little conference between the two 
Houses of Congress which would result 
in elevating ihe Territories into the rank 
of statehood. 
Every Territory except 
Utah should be adm itted into the Union 
when it had population sufficient under 
the law to elect a member of Congress. 
Gifford, of Dakota, defended the con­ 
stitution adopted by the Constitutional 
Convention of Dakota from criticisms ad­ 
vanced against it by Springer. 
Toole, of M ontana, strenuously advo­ 
cated the admission of Montana and in­ 
veighed against carpet-bag authority in 
Territories. The Garfield and Cleveland 
administrations 
had promised to re­ 
lieve the Territories, 
but both had 
failed. 
Tradition 
said 
that 
wise 
men 
came 
from 
the 
East 
and 
his 
Republican 
friends 
had deter­ 
mined that history should repeat itself. 
Some of those hothouse plants had been 
too frail to stand transplanting in a 
northern clim e; others, 
holding re­ 
ligiously to the doctrine that Federal 
office-holders should 
neither die nor 
resign, had stayed in the Territories and 
gave promise of developing into good and 
useful citizens (laughter); but under 
Democratic supremacy, the time honored 
tradition had been violated. 
Ineteau of 
wise men coming from the East it was 
learned thev come from 
the South 
(laughter). Far be it from him to reflect 
upon the integrity of any man sent to 
the Territories by 
the 
present ad 
ministration 
or 
upon 
the eection 
from 
which 
they 
came. Insolence 
of office, consequent 
on 
alien ap­ 
pointments, and lack of 
confidence 
shown in the people of the Territories 
constituted the gravamen of the affront. 
Those people had hoped for better things 
from the present administration. Four 
years ago, Montana had been entitled to 
statehood and the failure to receive it, 
together with the violation of the plat­ 
form concerning Federal appointments 
in the Territories, had done much to 
bring about the political revolution there 
last fall. There was only one remedy 
for the evil, “ a star or flag” vote and 
voice in both branches of Congress. 
W ithout this there was nothing but 
political insomnia and unrest. There 
was a homely maxim that charity began 
at home. 
Much had been heard about 
home rule in Ireland, and America had 
contributed much to establish that bless­ 
ing in th at sad land. He would notábate 
the slightest interest in so. worthy a 
cause, but he begged the gentlemen not 
to forget that here at home , under their 
flag home rule in the Territories lay 
bleeding at the foot of despotism. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] The people of the Territories 
had been patient and long-suffering, hid­ 
ing tbeir humiliation behind their pride, 
but they now found their modesty de­ 
parting 
and independence 
asserting 
itself. To be on an equal footing with 
the States of the Union waa a worthy 
ambition. 
Pending further debate the House 
adjourned. 


I n t e r s t a t e C o m m e r c e . 
C h i c a g o , Jauuarv 15.—The President’s 
agreement on which it was proposed to 
organize an interstate commerce railway 
association bft9 been printed in its modi­ 
fied form. The plan as amended pro­ 
vides for a chairm an but no vice-presi­ 
dent. It was originally intended that 
there should bfe two vice chairmen, to 
have charge of the freight and passenger 
departm ents respectively, but the duties 
of theBe offices are to be imposed upon 
the chairm an, who will 
employ his 
assistants. 
The executive board will 
consist of three experienced men instead 
of the chairm an and vice-chairman, as at 
first agreed, and the rate-making power 
will be in the hands of committees. 
Another am endm ent is the omission of 
a clause providing th at if a subo -díñate 
officer be discharged for cutting rates he 
6hall not be employed by any other road 
in the association. * I t is expected that a 
meeting will be called next week.

THE SENATE. 


S a c r a m e n t o , January 15.—The 8enate 
met at 11 o’clock. 
During the reading of yesterday’s jour­ 
nal, errors were found to be so numerous 
that Moffitt of San Francisco offered a 
resolution providing th at in future the 
journal clerks do not enter up the m in­ 
utes until they are thoroughly corrected. 
A large num ber of bills were presented, 
among which were the following: 
By 
Goucher, Mariposa, providing fot changes 
in the election laws; by Cam inetti, a 
bill 
to establish 
industrial training 
schools in the various counties of the 
State; a bill calling for the establish­ 
ment of a court for the investigation of 
claims against the S tate; also a bill 
making the 9th of September a legal 
holiday; by Langford, a bill authorizing 
the cancellation of the accounts of W. A. 
January, ex-8tate Treasurer; by Dargie, 
appropriating money to purchase a por­ 
trait of Governor W aterm an; by Byrnes, 
regulating telephone charges; by Mof­ 
fitt, a bill providing for the erection of 
armories for the N. G. O. 
Campbell offered a resolution approv­ 
ing the Scott Chinese Exclusion bill. 
Moffitt, of Alameda, moved to refer th e 
resolution to the Committee on Foreign 
relations, and a general discussion fol­ 
lowed, in which nearly all the members 
participated. 
McGowan offered a sub­ 
stitute to the sam e effect as the Cam p­ 
bell resolution, but in different language, 
and it was accepted, the Senate voting 
unanimously for it. 
Recess was taken 
till the afternoon. 
At the afternoon session a short reso­ 
lution, requiring all attaches except the 
m inute, journal and desk clerks, to re­ 
port at 10 o’clock each morning to the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, brought about much 
discussion, but was finally adopted. 
Murphy, of San Francisco, introduced 
two bills in relation to the care of feeble­ 
minded children, one making an appro- 
propriation for tbefr support, and the 
other providing for the erection of build­ 
ings for a home. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee at a 
meeting to-night decided to report favor­ 
ably the bill increasing the salary of the 
Superior Judges of Sau Diego aud Santa 
Barbara to $4,000. 
The bill to prevent debar in the partial 
distribution of estates, the bill allowing 
cities and towns to incur their indebted­ 
ness under certain fixed lim itations by 
the issue of bonds bearing not more than 
7 per cent, interest, the bill for the sale 
of mortgages under a com mission, auu 
the bill providing that certain papers be 
introduced in proceedings w ithout re­ 
quiring further proof of their authority, 
the Senate bills for funding the debts of 
counties w;th special reference to San 
Diego and validating probate proceed­ 
ings will be reported adversely. 


TH E ASSEMBLY.

A Concerted Attack on His 
African Policy. 


SLAVERY 
W ILL 
DIE 
HARD. 


A Free Press T h at Dares to Tell the 
Iron Chancellor Unpalatable 
Truths.

B e r l i n , 
January 
1 5 .— At Sunday’s 
meeting of the Liberal deputies Herr 
Richter said the pretended anti-slavery 
campaign was only a pretext for the pur- 
poso of making a feature of the colonial 
policy. The decoration given to Herr 
Von Putkamer was characteristic of the 
regime now imposed on the country. 
The principal value of the Emperor 
Frederick’s diary lay in the fact that the 
author was a patriotic, constitutional and 
liberal Prince, such as had never before 
been seen on the German throne. The 
Geffcken case proved that, even in Ger­ 
many, Bismarck’s power had limits. 
To-day’s meeting of the Reichstag was 
was awaited with the keenest interest 
The house was crowded. The debate on 
the colonial estimates was very spirited 
and continued at great lengtli by Herr 
Richter, Von Benigs, Woermann, Kar- 
doff, Prince Bismarck and Count Her­ 
bert Bismarck. 
In the course of the discussion, in re­ 
ply to Herr Richter’s question whether 
slavery or the slave trade existed now in 
West African territory, under German 
protection, Prince Bismarck said the 
slavery which had existed for thousands 
of years could not be abolished all at 
once. It would be a more serious matter 
to abandon it without further steps. 
National interests would be greatly en­ 
dangered by such a course and foreign 
countries 
would 
be 
turned against 
Germany. 
It 
was 
impossible that 
this 
could 
be 
unknown 
to 
Herr 
Richter, 
although 
his 
organs 
pa- 
patronizsd everything likely to cause 
difficulties for the Fatherland. 
He de­ 
clared that his only object in speaking 
on the subject was to raise a barrier be­ 
tween Herr Wcermaun and that portion 
of the press which had no Fatherland 
and was inimical to Germany. 
Herr Richter said the declarations of 
Prince Bismarck and Herr Woermann 
were directly opposed to each other. 
The Chancellor had done all that was 
necessary to destroy the illusions that a 
few millions would suffice to settle the 
whole slave question. To Bismarck's 
remarks that the press was without a 
Fatherland he would briefly reply that 
the Fresennig 
party 
was proud of 
possessing a free and independent press 
which dared to tell the moBt powerful 
mau in Europe the truth. 
Bismarck said he did not wish to dis­ 
cuss the Colonial policy and would only 
observe that he did not think it right to 
begin by releasing slaves, but by pre­ 
venting more slaves being made. There 
would remain sufficient ior posterity to 
do in that direction. 
England had com­ 
menced the work a century ago. 
On the credit for expenses in south­ 
west Africa coming up, Herr Bamberger 
objected to the increase. 
He deprecated 
the East Africa Company’s attitude of 
toleration, if not approval, of slavery as 
opposed to Germany’s humane efforts, 
lie objected to Herr Kardoff’s remarks. 
Germany was far from desiring a colonial 
policy on the French model. 
It was 
needless to brand as unpatriotic every 
one who did not desire to hoist tho Ger­ 
man flag in all directions. 
There 
is 
plenty of room for patriotism in Ger­ 
many itself. 
Prince Bismarck said he did not wieh to 
call Bamberger ignorant, but said that he 
knew nothing of the colony of which he 
had been speaking. 
He then proceeded 
to sharply criticise Bamberger’s animad­ 
version on tho foreign office and the 
colonial policy, and said rather sarcas­ 
tically that Englishmen like Lewis did 
not go hundreds of miles for the sake of 
a sandy desert; that it might be taken 
for granted that there was something to 
get there. 
He recommended Bamber­ 
ger to defer discussion of this matter 
until negotiations with England were 
finished. In commenting on Bambor- 
ger’s hint that the colooial project had 
been a failure, Prince Bismarck said: 
"W ell, gentlemen, thank God, the Ger­ 
man National character is on the whole 
not so easily intimidated as to allow u& 
to be frightened by a few errors or sacri­ 
fices. It is useless to let the Englieh 
know that we are so easily frightened 
and that we are now tired and disheart­ 
ened in an enterprise which we com­ 
menced four years ago. 
Bamberger said once he was doing 
right in sounding a warning against the 
government’s colonial policy, and the 
past was his best justification for doing 
io. Bismarck again interposed and ob­ 
served that endurance could not be car­ 
ried so far as to permit the principal 
representative of the German policy to 
accept statements in the House which 
were not in accordance with the facts. 
In regard to the unfavorable prognostica­ 
tions which friends of Bamberger always 
made in respect to the German colonial 
policy, he said the majority in the Reich­ 
stag,* by presenting the true feeling of the 
German people, were better informed 
than malevolent people. 
Herr Richter twitted the Chancellor 
for formerly uttering a warning against 
m akiDg national sacrifices for private 
companies, and said it waa only recently 
all this had changed. If the house had 


was agreed to and the House adjourned 
During the debate Bismarck was much 
excited. 
He looked well and spoke wi'b 
a strong voice.

Cooley of the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mittee Bpoke at the annual meeting of 
the State Bar Association to-night on the 
subject of "The comparative merits of a 
written and unwritten constitution in 
Commerce.’’

lature surveying the field of Interstate

tent at least, be inconsistent witth com­ 
plete Federal regulation of commerce that 
is interstate, and should that conclusion 
be reached, Federal legislature is not un­ 
likely to take to itself the complete regu­ 
lation of the whole.

C h icag o , January 15.—Judge Tuley, 
of the Circuit Court, in his decision ren­ 
dered to-day, holds that Anarchists and 
Socialists havo not forfeited their consti­ 
tutional right to assemble peaceably and 
discuss any question which interests 
them, provided they do not plot to carry 
out their ideas by use of force against 
constituted authority. 
This decision wap 
the outgrowth of the application made 
in December last by the Arbeiier Bund 
for an injunction to reslraiu the police 
from interfering with their meetings, 
the progress of which ca:-e Las be6n re­ 
ported from time to time in these dis­ 
patches. 
Judge Tuley’sdecision, which 
is more than six thousand words in 
leDgth, begius by reciting the history of 
the case; stating that the particular 
meeting which was made a test case was 
called lor the purpose of hearing the re­ 
port of the Aroaiter Bund Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws, and of com­ 
pleting ita organization; that the only 
objects of the society, according to all 
the allegations of its constitution, were 
to 
secure 
to 
its members “mutual 
benefit, 
social 
intercourse, 
and po­ 
litical 
education;” that the 
police 
were 
invited 
to 
be 
present 
and 
did actually, by a show of force, prevent 
the holding of the proposed meeting. On 
behalf oí the city authorities this inter­ 
ference is justified on the ground that 
the name “Arbeiter Bund” is a mere 
cloak; that the real purpose of its mem­ 
bers is to plot to overthrow the Constitu­ 
tion and laws of the United States and 
this State; that, as police officers, it is 
within their jurisdiction to forbid such 
meetings in order to prevent the commis­ 
sion of crime. The Chancellor sayB: "I 
find no reason to differ from the Master- 
in-Chancery in his conclusion that the 
evidence adduced fails to show that the 
proposed assemblage was for unlawful 
purpoBCB. It was argued that the Con­ 
stitution shows on its face an unlawful 
purpose because of the condition of mem­ 
bership, that only persons of reputable 
character, declaring for the abolition 
of the inhuman wage syBtem, can become 
members. The Solicitor is in error aB 
to the supposition that the law upholds 
or demands any particular system for 
carrying on industrial enterprises. The 
Master reports that there was no evi­ 
dence to show the meaning of tbe dec­ 
laration that the society favors the aboli­ 
tion of the capitalistic system of ex­ 
ploitation, nor of their purpose to assist 
in 
the 
fight 
against 
exploitation. 
The 
word 
“exploitation” 
Is 
a 
French 
word, for which in English 
we have no precise equivalent. I un­ 
derstand the object intended is opposi­ 
tion to the present system of using capi­ 
tal, uiiu a demand that it oháll be SO 
used that the labor will receive a greater 
share of the combined earnings of labor 
and capital than at present, and that 
capital shall not be uaed so as to oppress 
the people by combination and monopo­ 
lies. 
I may be mistaken in my inter­ 
pretation, but whatever may be the 
meaning as to the object to be accom­ 
plished by the "enlightenment and edu­ 
cation” of the masses, I find no law 
which prohibits the formation of societies 
for such purpose. 
Members of the so­ 
ciety muy seek to disseminate 
prin­ 
ciples which, in the opinion of the great 
majority of our citizens are prejudicial 
to tbe public welfare, but they have the 
right to publicly meet and discuss them 
in a quiet and peaceable manner, and 
make converts to their views if they are 
able to do so. The question of the rela­ 
tions of capital and labor in its varied 
phases, and many others, like the ques­ 
tion of the right cf exclusive individual 
ownership of land or the siDgle tax 
theory, are burning questions of the hour 
that have come to Btay and must be met. 
Referring to the claim of the authori­ 
ties that the purposes of the society are 
the same as those of Kpeis, et al., Judge 
Tuley says ho is of opinion that there is 
this vitai difference, that the interna­ 
tionals declare for force of organization 
for the purpose of rebellion and for "in­ 
exorable revolution” and for "assassina­ 
tion,” while in the constitution of this 
society there is nothing to indicate that 
their objects are to be accomplished by 
such measures. 
"In any contingency, if it appeared that 
this Bociety was such a one as the Su­ 
preme Court describes them to be, it 
could have no standing in court. 
Men 
can not appeal to the law for protection 
in overthrowing the law. 
The Supreme 
Court denouLced the principles of An­ 
archism and Socialism, hut it did not 
decide that either Anarchists or Social­ 
ists were criminals. The Court held that 
Anarchists who commit crime are crim­ 
inals, but pronounced no judgment of 
outlawry against tbe Anarchists as a 
body.” 
. 
Judge Tuley then takes up tho claim 
on behalf of the police that they had a 
right to prevent the meeting and to pre­ 
vent crime, and holds that power cannot 
be given such latitude that if the police 
may at their discretion do what they 
think will prevent what may, in their 
judgment, result iu crime, legislatures, 
courts and government officers would be 
entirely Bupeifluous. 
"I ana astounded 
to find that at this day, fn this freo coun­ 
try,” continues the Judge, "it should be 
urged by affidavit and arguments in a 
court of jmtice that a court official can 
forbid a society or public meeting because 
of his belief that this society is a treason­ 
able one and its members are about to 
comm t a treasonable act. 
If this be 
law then every political, literary, relig­ 
ious or other society would hold their 
constitutional right of free speech and 
peaceable assembly at the mercy of 
every petty policeman. 
In no other city 
in the Ctiion, except here in Chicago, 
have police officials attempted to prevent 
the right of free speech or peaceable as­ 
sembly upon Buch unwarranted pretenses 
and assumptions of power. It is time to 
call a halt. The right of free speech and 
peaceable assembly is the very life blood 
of freedom. You might as well expect 
the human body to exist after the circu­ 
lation of the blood had been suspended 
as to expect the continued existence of 
liberty if citizens are deprived of the 
right of free pptech and peaceable as­ 
sembly. 
The police, by arrest without 
warrant, and by such illegal acts as are 
here complained of, cause more disorder 
than they cure and create inore crime 
than they prevent.” 
In conclusion the chancellor says that 
inasmuch as the city authorities have 
undertaken to respect the law as laid 
down by him in this case he would no* 
issue the injunction prayed for because 
it was not needed.

W a sh in g t o n , January 15.—The Presi 
dent to-day transm itted to both Houses 
of Congress a report from the Secretary 
of State with later correspondence since 
December 21, 
1888, 
exhibiting the 
progress of the disturbances in Samoa up 
to the present date. 
In his message the 
President says the information, thus laid 
before Congress is of much importance 
since it has relation to the preservation 
of American interests and the protection 
of American citizens and their property 
in distant localities and under unsuitable 
and unsatisfactory government. In the 
m idst of the disturbances which have 
arisen a t Samoa, such powers have been 
exercieed 
as 
seem 
to 
be 
within 
executive control 
under 
the 
con­ 
stitution and laws, 
and 
which ap­ 
pear to accord w ith our national policy 
and condition to restore tranquilfty and 
secure the safety of our citizens through 
negotiation and agreement with Great 
Britain and Germ any, which, with oar 
own government, constitute the treaty 
Powers interested in Samoa's peace and 
qoiet. 
An attem pt has been made to 
define clearly that part which these pow­ 
ers shall assume in the government of 
th at country, while at the same tim e its 
autonomy has been insisted upon. These 
negotiations were a t one time inter­

peared to be inconsistent with their 
further continuance. 
Germany, how­ 
ever, still asserts, as from the first she 
has done, th at she has no desire or in­

These are in the shape of 
a maltese cross, in the west arm of 
which the boiler, engines and mixing 
machine are placed. In the center is 
the press which form6 the clay into 
various shapes by means of dies. The 
three other arm s are used for drying the 
pipe, as it comes from the dies. The 
extrem e length of the buildings is 240 
feet one way by 220 feet the other. It is 
40 feet wide. The structure is a one 
story affair, substantially 
built 
and 
neatly finished. 
As one looks at it he 
ib impressed with the advantage m anu­ 
facturers in this climate enjoy over those 
in cold regions in the m atter of cost of 
buildings. The Sewer Pipe Company has 
a structure adm irably suited to their 
needs in all respects, but it has not cost 
a tithe of w hat would be necessary for 
such an enterprise in a country where 
the winters are severe. Outside of the 
buildings where the arm s cross are the 
ovens in which the pipe is baked. They 
are arranged in groups of four, and one 
smokestack answers for four ovens. The 
plan of the works is admirably arranged 
to save labor and expedite the work. 
The boilers, two in number, are sev 
enty liorse-power each, and they are 
heated by means of furnaces in which 
crude petroleum is burned. The engine 
is 125 horse-power as used now. 
It may 
be forced to render a service of 200 h jrae- 
power. 
The clay, which comes from Elsinore, 
is dumped from th e cars so that it can 
easily be transferred to the machine 
which works it. into a hnmngAnponn toara 
like red putty, it being1" first mixed 
with clean 
sand 
in 
the 
propor­ 
tions 
of 
three 
parts 
clay 
to 
one of sand. 
From this mixing machine 
it is carried by means of a belt as grain 
is carried in an elevator to the press. 
The dies are so arranged under the press 
th a t the pipe when made is lowered onto 
the^lower floor. 
From the dies it is car­ 
ried on peculiar trucks out on to the floor 
of the building, where it is placed to dry. 
Then it is transferred to the ovens to be 
baked. 
In the ovens crude petroleum is 
also used. The factory as it now stands 
has a capacity for turning out 4,000 feet 
of six-inch pipe a day, or 3,000 feet of 
eight-inch pipe. Its cost as it now stands 
ready for work is $128,000. 
It will em ­ 
ploy 200 men, and has a contract to 
supply $60,090 worth of sewer pipe for 
Fresno City. 
Upon the arrival of the train and when 
the visitors had aesembled in the build­ 
ing, J. C. Daily, Esq., on behalf of the 
company, made an address, setting forth 
the plans of the enterprise. 
H e stated 
among other things that in 00 days his 
company would be ready to operate 
a plant for the m aking of a superior 
article of pressed brick, which would 
give employment to 200 more men. 
In 
the future the intention is to erect more 
extensive works at San Pedro for the 
manufacture of pressed brick and sewer 
pipe for the m arkets of the world. 
Mr. 
Daily set forth in eloquent words the 
advantages to accrue to this section from 
such industries as this. 
H e was followed by Mr. Hervey Lind- 
ley speaking on behalf of the Chamber 
of Commerce in an address of congratu­ 
lation to the company on their enterprise 
and encouraging prospects. 
The speech-making being done, and 
■steam being up, Mr. Lindley was asked 
to start the engine, and Mr. Eugene Ger­ 
main, President of the Board of Trade, 
set the press in motion. 
In a few mo­ 
ments pipe of about a foot diameter was 
being turned out rapidly. 
After an hour 
or two of this work th e die was changed 
and pipe 36 inches in diam eter was made 
for awhile. 
All present took great inter­ 
est in the working of the machinery, and 
returned to the city late in the afternoon 
full of high hopes for the success of 
the enterprise, and also of the hope that 
this is to be the first of a great num ­ 
ber of manufactories and industries to 
be successfully launched in the vicinity 
of Los«Angeles. 
There seems no reason to doubt that 
the present venture will be successful. 
Heretofore the city lias been getting 
pipe from AkroD, Ohio. 
Fully 20 per 
cent of this is destroyed in transit. 
The 
local company controls as fine a bed of 
clay as there 
is in the world. 
It 
has laid down a plant of the most ap­ 
proved machinery known to-day, and it is 
laid down in the moet approved manner. 
The superintendent who is the guiding 
genius of the work is a man of wide ex­ 
perience and of fine business qualifica­ 
tions. The home market is a wide and 
active one for the wares made. 
Here 
are all the elements of abundant success. 
At the works sewer pipe of all sizes 
will be made, and the capacity is liberal. 
In ninety days there will be a plant for 
making pressed brick. 
At a near day 
terra-cotta blocks, or hollow bricks, will 
be made for building purposes. H ere is 
a wide section of country which has 
great attractions for settlers. 
There 
are 
m any 
large 
cities 
within 
this section, and all the towns will 
grow apace. Tnese cities and town* 
m ust be sewered. The building of new 
blocks will call for large qnautities of 
pressed brick. Lum ber is brought here 
from distant mills and at great expense. 
The terracotta blocks are in all respects 
as strong for partitions as studding and 
laths. 
They are much 
lighter 
and 
cleaner than studding, laths and mor­ 
tar. They are also fire-proof.
